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ALEX ANDER the Great, having formed the deſi ign of 
joining India tg his conqueſts, invaded the dominions 
of Porus, who held the ſceptre over the greateſt part 
of that vaſt country. This prince made a deſperate 
_ reſiſtance; and, though defeated ſeveral times in the 

field, refuſed to ſubmit, till all his reſources being 
exhauſted, he became a captive of the conqueror. 
As he had made various treacherous attempts on the 


life of Alexander, by raifing conſpiracies among the 
Macedonians, he had reaſon to expeRt a fate ſuited to 
his unfortunate condition ; when he was ſurpriſed by 


the liberality of the Greczan Hero, who reſtored him 


to the quiet poſſeſſion of his Sovereignty, —This mag- 
nanimous action is recorded in hiſtory ; and as to the 


intrigue of Cleofides, it is a fiction which Metaſtaſio 
thought 9 the texture af the Drama. :
